THE NORTH POLE 


HOW ANDREE WILL MAKE HIS5 
DARING TRIP. 


AIR VOYAGE OF 700 MILES. 


The Explorer Will Start From Spitz- 
bergen and Hopes to Reach the 
Pole in Fifty Hours. 


AMESBURY, Mass., Aug. 21.—Gen. Gree- 
ly, the Arctic explorer and Chief of the 
United States Weather Bureau, who is sum- 
mering near here, in an interview on the An- 
dree balloon expedition to the North Pole, 
said: 

“I met Andree at the Geographical Asso- 
ciation convention in London last summer, 
and he then gave me a detailed account of 
his proposed expedition. I did not feel then 
that his chances -of ever reaching his des- 
tination with the balloon were very ‘good, 
and I am of the same opinion now. Itisa 
very hazardous undertaking. Andree told 
me he appreciated the fact that his under- 
taking was a dangerous one and that he 
might never return. 

“He starts from Spitzbergen, 700 miles 
from the pole, and he hopes to make the 
journey in some fifty hours. The balloon 
will be kept inflated for a month. He ex- 
pects to go up with a South wind and also 


return with that wind down the north coast 
of America. I pointed out to him that, in 
my opinion, that was impossible, as if he 
did return it would be with a North wind, 
and that he would land on the Asiatic Coast. 
His expedition is a private one, very: 
the King ‘of Sweden, I think, subscribed $10,- 
000 toward the undertaking, and the Swed- 
ish Ministers in Russia and other countries 
have been instructed to have men on the 
lookout for the balloon should it return. 
“Andree told me of his system of guide 
ropes and sails, three in number, hanging 
#0 as to d ong the land or water, and 
by shifting them round the bearing ring of 
the balloon it turns in that proport:on. 
Andr eared to me very honest in his 
undertaking. At that time he had selected 
only one companion, Dr. Ekholm. He made 
geome observations for the International 
Society in 1882 and 1883, and is a semi-scien- 
tific man. Iam of the opinion that when 
he reaches the far North he will be con- 
fused, and will not know the direction to 
follow to return. This same scheme was 
conceived ten years ago by two French 
aeronauts, who, however, never made a 
etart. 
“Andree, who is a man about 38 years of 
age, explained hie proposed expedition to 
the hical Society at London while 
he was there. It did not seem to any one 
present to be a feasible.one. I also made 
some remarks on the subject at the time. 
Dr. Ekholm, who has accompanied Andree, 
is an experienced aeronaut and a consider- 
ably older man. At my London meeting 
with Andree I explained to him that he 
should make some expedition of this kind 
over a civilized country for an experiment 
previous to oreng for the pole. I ex- 
plained further to him the dangers of the 
proposed voyage in the air. He appeared 
to appreciate them, but, like many men,

FIFTY-TWO BELOW ZERO. 


Lowest Temperature Noted by the 
Crew of the Fram. 


OHRISTIANIA, Aug. 21.—Additional de- 
tails received from Skjervo regarding the 
Fram are to the effect that the boat drifted 
from a point 8.9 degrees north. The great- 


est sea ee obtained by sounding was 2,185 
fathoms. The lowest temperature noted was 
62 degrees below zero. 

In the highest latitude reached, 86.15 north, 
members of the exploring parties saw guille- 
mots, fulmars and narwhals, but no other 
signs of organic life were spparent.

The Fram, it is said, still has provisions 
capable of sustaining her crew in the arctic 
region for three years. Fearing that the 
crush of the ice would wreck the ship, Capt. 
Sverdrup and the crew were obliged, after 
Dr. Nansen left, to remove all the siedges, 
provisions, ammunition and light furniture. 


ELOPERS IN HARD LUCK. 


A French Couple Not Allowed to Stop 
in America. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—Leander Chanas, 
the French fencing master, who is detained 
on Ellis Island with Marie Cobourge for 
having eloped with her from their home in 
France, has been ordered deported by the 


special Board of Inquiry. The girl also will 
be sent back. They will leave on La Gas- 
cogne on Saturday. The French Consul 
here has sent a letter to Ellis Island stat- 
ing that Chanas was well known in Paris, 
and was, as far as known, a respectable 
and honorable man. The. board, however, 
took the ground that in case the pair are 
admitted Chanas might fail to make enough 
money to support the girl and, to keep on 
=e safe side, determined to deport both of 
em. 

Chanas has hired a lawyer and will fight 
the immigration officials. He said: 

“I will not submit to the outrage. I will 
first appeal to your highest tribunals, to 
Mr. Cleveland even, before I will land alone 
and without the companionship and indis-

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CONDUIT BILLS. 


House Committee on Public Improve- 
ments Discussed Wire Bury- 
ing Ordinances. 


The House Committee on Public Improve- 
ments spent nearly two hours Friday lis- 
tening to the advocates of the conduit bills. 

Charles Sutter, promoter of the bill that 
bears his name, explained it jn detail, and 
insisted that it met the public demand. So 
far as the decision of the Supreme Court 
against a former project of the same char- 


acter was concerned, pains had been taken 
to avoid the objections held by the court, 

Delegate Pauly, though not a member of 
the committee, was present, and took .an 
active interest in the statements of Mr. 

utter. 

Our Pauly intimated that if the Sutter 
bill was a good thing, there was no use or 
room for the Keyes bill. There were a 
number of things in the Sutter bill that 
Mr. Pauly did not like. 

The principal one was that the franchise 
gave Mr. Sutter a monopoly, and 
opinion identical with the one condemned 
by the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Sutter was somewhat nettled by Mr. 
Pauly’s criticisms, and declared that his 
scheme was the fairest and cheapest that 
could possibly be devised for the city. 

Manager Bohle of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. told -the committee that 
while the Keyes bill was not exactly what 
his company wanted, yet if it became a 
law it would be satisfactory to the com- 
pany.

"MACON COUNTY. 


A REMARKABLE CRIMINAL. 


He Persistently Refused to Try to Be 
Acquitted and Once Pleaded 
Guilty to Murder. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MACON, Mo., Aug. 21.—George W. An- 
derson, the wife murderer, was hanged 
here this morning. There were no accidents 
and all went off smoothly. The trap was 
sprung at 11:04 a. m. He was pronounced 
dead at 11:17 and cut.down at 11:19. 

The scaffold had been erected within 
the walls of a stockade 30x§0 and 22 feet 


high adjoining the county jail. ‘The trap

derson. Andrew J. Asbury, the Sheriff of 
this (Macon) county, sprung the trap. An- 
derson’s fall was 6% feet. Sheriffs Stanley 
of Carrollton and Pratt of Palmyra stood 
upon the scaffold with Sheriff Asbury. 
Deputies Bacon and Reynolds of Macon 
also appeared as attendants. 

Anderson rested well during last night. 
He had regained his nerve and had no 
fever. He rose erly and at 7:30 ate the 
heartiest breakfast of any meal lately. He 
was choice as to what the bill of fare was, 
Anderson conversed freely and cheerfully 
with friends this morning, and at 8:30 the 
le Bye and officers began to dress him. 
3y 7 o'clock 2,000 farmers were in town. 
Among them was Lewis Hutchinson, fath- 
er of the murdered woman. 

At the time: of the execution there were 
5,000 yeople in town. 


George W. Anderson was 45 years old. 
He was a little less than the average in 
Size and height. He had resided in Macon 
County about thirty years. He was mar- 
ried twice and left four children, two boys 
and two girls, by his first wife. Her mai- 
den name was Combs. 

In August, 1895, Anderson was married 
to Cora V. Combs, the widowed daughter 
of Lewis Hutchinson, with one girl 4 years 
old. Her first husband was a brother of 
Anderson's first wife. Mr. and Mrs. Ander- 
son resided on a leased farm near Atlanta, 
this county, seven months, when they sep- 
arated. He remained and she removed 
into her own house, vne-eighth of a mile 
south of her father’s, a few miles north- 
east of Atlanta. In a month or six weeks 
Anderson went there. They became recon- 
nes and resided in her house until May 

ast. 

Qn that morning, while alone with his 
wife and her littie girl, Anderson killed 
the woman with a pocket knife He cut 
her throat. He also beat her head with 
a hammer. Then he cut his own throat 
with a razor. The little girl went to her 
grandfather's. She had blood on her 
clothes and said “Papa cut mamma's 
neck.”’ 

The alarm was given. Mr. Hutchinson, 
his son, James, and two neighbors went to 
the Anderson residence. They found Mrs. 
Anderson dead and her husband lying on 
the floor with his throat cut. 

The officers took charge of Anderson and 
he was given medical treatment. He could 
not talk for some days, but the next day 
after the killing he wrote and signed a 
statement detailing an account of the affair. 
In the statement he said he loved his wife 
Cora, but that they could not get along in 

eace; that she got mad and told him to get 

is things and get out of her house: then he 
stated he took the hammer and struck her 
on the back of the head; that they got into 
a scuffie in the kitchen and she took the 
hammer from him; then they got in the 
front south room and he got her down on the 
bed and took his knife and cut her throat, 
and then they got up, and while scuffling 
about he took the hammer and struck her a 
severe blow in the right temple to relieve 
her suffering; that he then told the little 
girl to run and tell.grandpa; that he then 
went to his trunk in the north room and got 
his razor, and came back where his wife was 
and itn front of the looking glass cut his 
own throat, but broke a gap in it and also 
the handle; that he then attempted to finish 
himself with his knife and, believing he 
would die, he lay down on the floor to wait 
for the end to come. 


The case was taken up July 15. Anderson 
would not in any way assist in his defense, 
and would not suggest any witnesses for 
himself, and refused in the presence of the 
court and jury to testify in the case. Mr. 
Matthews, for Anderson, admitted every 
charge, but pleaded ‘emotional’ insanity 
for him. 

The jury failed to agree, standing 11 for 
conviction and one for acquittal. 

Another trial was set for July 20, and at 
that Anderson was convicted and sentenced 
to death. He refused to appeal, nor would 
he ask for a lighter sentence than death.

RESOLUTION THAT THE TERM BE 
*“ EXTENDED TO THREE YEARS. 


AMERICAN BAR ASSOCIATION. 


Further Fellow Servant Legislation Is 
Also Advocated at the Sara- 
toga Meeting. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 21.—The Ameri- 
can Bar Association elected the following 
Officers to-day: President, James Wool- 
worth of Omaha; Secretary, John Hinck- 
ley of Baltimore; Treasurer, Francis Rawle 
of Philadelphia;. Executive Committee, Al- 
fred Hemenway, Boston; Charles Claflin 
Allen, St. Louis; Wm. W. Howe, New Or- 
leans. A Vice-President for every State in 
the Union and a local council for each 
State were also chosen.

‘Resolved, That the Committee on Juris- 
prudence and Law Reform be requested to 
report to the association methods of pre- 
venting the enacting of hasty and slipshop 
legisiation In general and special laws; and 
in this connection are requested to consid- 
er the report of the same committee sub- 
mitted in 1886, but never considered by the 
association, and the recent report of the 
commission appointed under act of the 
General Assembly of New York.”’ 

M. D. Follett of Cleveland, O., offered the 
following, whith w adopted:

Code and Criminal Procedure be requested 
to examine into and report upon the jus- 
tice and expediency of aiding indigent per- 
sons accused of crime in securing compe- 
tent attorneys and the attendance of im- 
portant witnesses on the stand of such ac- 
cused persons.’’

On motion of Judge Hunt of Cincinnati, 
O., the hearty thanks of the association 
were extended to Judge George 8S. Batch- 
eldor of Saratoga for the reception extended 
the association and its distinguished Eng- 
lish guest. Saratoga, Denver and Indian- 
apolis extended invitations to the associa- 
tion to meet at the respective places in 
1897, but the selection of a place was left to 
the Executive Committee. This completed 
the labors of the associatton., 

This afternoon the association section of 
legal education held its concluding session, 
Papers were read by Austin G. Fox of New 
York City on “Two Years’ Experience of 
the Néw York State Board of Law Exam- 
iners’’ and Maj. Powell, Director of the 
Bureau of American Ethnology at the 
Smithsonian Institute, Washington, on “The 
Study of Primitive Institutions.” 

Austin G. Fox of the New York Board of 
Law Examiners read a paper covering two 
years’ experience of that body. At the first 
examination’ 1,118 applications were re- 
ceived. Of these 433 were college graduates 
and 632 were not. The Board has exam- 
ined fourteen women and admitted twelve. 
Of the applicants who had attended law 
schools, 14 per cent failed to pass, while the 
proportion of failures among those who had 
not attended law schools was 26 per cent.

LADIES OF THE CHILDREN’S 
HOME CALL 4 MEETING. 


DIDN'T LIKE THE EXPOSURE. 


Blame the Matron for Letting the Pub- 
lic. Know That the Children 
Were in Danger of Starving. 


Some of the ladies of the St. Louis Auxil- 
lary Board of the Children’s Home Society 
of Missouri have taken it-upon themselves 
to inform Mrs. L. L. Abrams, matron of 
the Olive street home, that she did a most 
inexcusable act in applying ,to the Post- 
Dispatch for aid for the starving little 
ones in her care, 

They have further jntimated to her that 
her position as matron shall be forfeited 
as a penalty for her exposure of the true 
State of affairs in an institution where the 
children of unfortunate parents. are taken 


presumably for the betterment, of their 
condition, ' 

These same members of the Auxil‘ary 
Board have also taken it: upon themselves, 
without the consent of the board as a body, 
to reappoint as a solicitor Mrs. Belle Paris, 
whom Superintendent Tennison, by order 
of the board, discharged. At the time he 
did this he charged her with visiting the 
race track in company with her sister, a 
solicitor for the White Cross Home, who 
was discharged from her position for gam- 
bling with money contributed for the sake 
of charity. 

There were other reasons alleged by the 
Superintendent, but he did not. see fit at 
that time to make them public. 

In consequence of all this hullaballoo fol- 
lowing the articles in the Post-Dispatch, a 
special meeting of the Auxilliary Board has 
been called for Saturday afternoon, at 
which the dismissal of Mrs. Abrams and 
the reinstatement of Mrs. Paris are to be 
considered. 

Trouble is assured for the meeting. Not 
all the members of the board are willing 
to stand by idly and see Mrs. Abrams sac- 
rificed to gratify those upon whose ability 
as managers her words may have reflected 
discredit. Not all of them are willing to 
sanction the action of those ladies who have 
seen fit to reappoint the discredited Mrs. 
Paris. 

Some of them have called upon Mrs. Ab- 
rams and assured her of their sympathy 
and support. 

Thursday afternoon Mrs, Abrams received 
a cail from Mrs. John D. Vineil, treasurer 
of the Board. She was very angry with the 
matron. 

“You have killed yourself,’’ she said. 

Mrs. Abrams replied that she did not think 
she had done anything of the sort. She had 
told nothing but the truth, and then only 
when she saw that unless outside sources 
were appealed to for aid, the thirty-one lit- 
tle children for whose care she was responsi- 
ble would suffer from hunger and negiect. 

Mrs. Vincil wert on to tell her how inex- 
cusable her action had been and wound 

by intimating that she would be dis- 
c aoe She, however, told her nothing 
of the special meeting which has been 
called, and Mrs. Abrams knew nothing of 
it until so informed by a Post-Dispatch 
a og 

he little woman looked wan and sick 

Friday morning. She had been over- 
whelmed with visitors Thursday. Some 
of them came to find fault with her; others 
out of curiosity and still others to tell her 
that they were willing to stand by her and 
the institution so long as they were sure 
the money contributed went to the children 
and not for commissions to solicitors who 
bet on race tracks. 


“There are only three members of the 
board who are incensed at me for what I 
did,’ said M Abrams. “One of them 
was here yesterday morning. I will not tell 
you her name, but she was very angry. 

“T have no excuses to make and made 
none to her. I told only the truth, and 
were I called before the judgment bar of 
God this moment I would reaffirm it. I do 
not desire to misrepresent any paper or 
any woman, but I will stand by every 
word that I have said. 

“The lady asked me what I meant 
telling such stories to a newspaper and 
answered her that every word that I had 
told was the truth. That I could vouch 
for. I told her, too, that what had been 
printed was simply the outcome of 
eleven months of investigation that has 

one on here since I took charge. They 

ave done nothing but investigate. 

“It is a hard thing to say, but outside 
of Mrs. Bry, Mrs. Michael, and one or two 
others, the ladies on the board have had 
no thought for the necessities of the chil- 
dren. They seem to have forgotten that 
the Home was for their benefit. 

“They did not attend the meetings except 
when something came out in the papers to 
arouse them. hen they would come—all of 
them—and talk about this thing and that— 
about other societies, about investigating, 
and all the. time they forgot the children. 

“The difficulty in getting them together 
reminds me of the story of the canvasser 
who said the best way to get an audience 
with the people of the house is to knock the 
servant girl down at the door. 

“Honestly. I have gone into these meet- 
ings and found it almost impossible to get 
the ladies to listen to the needs of the chil- 
dren. It is only when I have absolute! 
demanded it and told them, as I once did. 
that I must have so many pairs of pants to 
keep the Httle boys from running in the 
yard in their shirt tails, that I could get 
them to listen. 

“This is the truth, and I feel I must speak 
it, no matter what the consequences. 

“This morning & member of the board 
came in to see me. While she deprecated 
the trouble, she had no fault to find with 
me. She said, further, that the members 
of the full board proposed to see how three 
members of the board could reappoint Mrs.

“Why, that woman must have been-drunk 
or crazy when she made an appeal for 
aid,”” he exclaimed. “‘The children get all 
the food and clothes they want, and they 
need no assistance. I don’t know what got 
into her when she made that appeal.”’ 

Mr. Tyrrell was reminded that the fact 
could not be disguised that there was in- 
ferior and insufficient food in the house 
and that some of the children had to stay 
indoors because ey did not have fit gar- 
ments to wear in the yard. He answered 
by saying that all that Mrs. Abrams said 
was a libel and a slander. 

He was told that the Ladies’ Auxiliary 
had made an appeal, which was an admi:- 
sion of all Mrs. Abrams said. —He an- 
swered that Dr. Vincil, President of the 
society, denied all that Mrs. Abrams had 
said and that was sufficient.

“The King is dead; long live the King!” 

Filley has been practically unhorsed as 
the boss of the Republican party.

Chauncey I. Filley has returned from the 


Republican flasco at Chillicothe a wiser 
boss. He learned a few things there, though 
the knowledge was gleaned at the expense 
of his temper and that fatuous vanity 
which makes him strut in the political 
arena Iike a prize rooster at a poultry show. 

It was his first experience with Robert E. 
Lewis, the Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor, and ft was altogether d.scourag.ng. 

Mr. Lewis is a man of considerable force 
of character, and in the mill between him- 
self and the “‘boss’’ over the make-up of the 
Executive Committee and the way the cam- 
paign should be managed, he demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of every one on the insidd 
that he did not propose to be dictated to.

Dispatch, charged with forgery and the 
negotiation of a counterfeit school bond.

The bond in question purported to be 
one of the Springfield School Board’s issue. 
They did issue a series in July, which 
were recently called in. On Aug. 9 two 
bonds were presented at the Boatmen’s 
Bank and paid. When they were forward- 
ed to Springfield one of them was found 
to be bogus. 

Ww. H. Stratton’s name was signed as 
President of the board and G. W. Mowell’s 
as Secretary. These names are fictitious. 

An investigation was ordered, and Lease 
came to St. Louis. He was President of 
the board which made the bond issue. He 
found that Meeker had negotiated the 
bond, and his arrest followed. 

W. H. Goerlich, from whom. Meeker got 
the bond in a deal, was aiso arrested, but 
released. He says it has been traded in 
real estate circles a number of times dur- 
ing the past two years. 

It is a clumsy instrument, some of the 
spaces for signatures being left blank. It 
is a sample bond of a lithographing com- 
pany which some one has filled out. 

Meeker declares his entire innocence of 
any Knowledge of the bond's fraudulent 
ehaeracter,

Judge Speck explained that 
he had been ordered by the Chief of the 
Revenue Department to reduce his office 


expensss, and it was his painful duty to 
dispense with Capt. Corkery’s services en- 
tirely, and to reduce Mr. Page’s salary from 
$1,800 to $1,400. 

The order was to retrench to the amount 
of $1,800, and it was done in this manner. 
Nothing was said about the part the depu- 
eon took: in the Chicago Convention, but 

since then, there has beén considerable gos- 
sip going the rounds on account of Judge 
Speck’s action. 

It impressed many as odd that the two 
men, who went to the convention as Bland 
rooters on leaves of absence, should. be 
made the victims 6f the stern demand of 
economy. It also looked stranger that the 
first two deputies appointed under Judge 
Speck’s administration should be the suf- 
ferers when there were newer and less 
skilled deputies in the service. 

Many drew the conclusion that had they 
spent their leaves of absence elsewhere and 
had kept quiet on the money question, they 
would have been let alone, and others made 
to suffer. 

During the past few days there has been 
considerable talk about Judge Speck’s ac- 
tion, and the opinion has been expressed 
that the action of his deputies shocked his 
goldbug feelings so that he had to take 
some action in the way of a balm. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter saw Judge Speck 
in his office and he very emphatically denied 
that politics in any way influenced his 
action. 

“IT regretted very much,” he said, ‘‘that 
I was compelled to dispense with the serv- 
ices of Capt. Corkery and reduce the com- 
pensation of another deputy. Capt. Cork- 
ery was a faithful deputy, and did his work 
in a satisfactory manner. The fiscal year 
ends July 1, and about that time I received 
an order from headquarters to reduce the 
salary expense of this department to the 
amount of $1,800. I protested, as these let- 
ters here will show, and tried to have the 
authorities at Washington withdraw the or- 

er. 

“It snowed wherein our expenses were not 
excessive, and called attention to the large 
volume of business and _ collections we 
handled in this district, but it was of no 
avail. The order was final, and. somebody 
had to go. I found that the only place I 
could possibly cut was at Capt. Corkery’s 
desk, and I toid him of the circumstances 
that necessitated such action. He was 
getting $1,400, and I made up the balance 
by taking it from Mr. Page’s salary. 

“I did not know what their views were 
on the financial question, nor did I ask 
them. I am quite sure that Capt. Cork- 
ery has not said that he was released on 
actount of political reasons. If you see 
him he will explain the real reason of his 
removal. If I had the allowance to-morrow 
there is no one I would sooner put back in 
this department than Capt. Corkery.”’ 

Capt. Corkery could not be seen, as he 
is abscut from the city, but Deputy Page, 
who is still in the department on a much 
smaller salary, was found. 

He admitted that his salary had been re- 
duced, and that he had been in Chicago dur- 
ing the convention with Capt. Corkery, but 
he would not say that his salary was 
slashed because he was for free silver. He 
would say nothing further than that he 
suffered by reason of the order received 
from Washington to cut the running ex- 
penses of the office. Despite the goldbug

The falling off in revenue is due to a 
cause which had its origin in Washington, 
D. C., rather than to any inefficiency on 
the part of Judge Speck, for his office has 
been rated as Al by the Government in- 
apee ome time the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue has not allowed Judge 
Speck’s division deputies money with which 
to buy drinks in saloons which are sus- 
ected of not having paid Uncle Sam $2s 
for the privilege of doing business for a 
year.

violators of the revenue laws, and Col. Bell 
seems to know a thing or two that has es- 
caped Mr. Miller of Washington. 
he falling off in the number of prosecu- 
tions for selling liquor without license has 
affected ‘the revenue of the government 
prosecuting officers in St. Louis, and they 
are wondering where are all the fat and 
juicy “I. T.” cases that used to make their 
fee bills swell and grow like mushrooms. 
There are by no means as many arrests of 
saloonkeepers as in other years, and the of- 
ficials in the United States Marshal's and 
Dis@rict Attorney’s department have noticed 
it. but they have become reconciled since 
Uncle Sam put them on salary and began 
eping the fees. 
merhe Slewest revenue leak is in the Tender- 
loin district. About 25 houses of ill-repute 
pay $25 a year to the Government for the 
privilege of selling liquor. 
Uncle Sam is not a hypocrite, as the city 
is. When he sees liquor sold he wants his 
“rake-off,”” no matter how much or how lit- 
tle virtue the dispensers may have. But 
he is being fooled by the persons who live 
on Chestnut street, for a few blocks west 
of Twentieth, and elsewhere in the city. He 
should get $25 a year from 300 brothels in 
St. Louis, and yet only 25 pay him a tax. : 
The city looks on a brothel as “‘non est’ 
because the thing is immoral, but Uncle 
Sam has no such qualms of conscience and 
if he is not getting his “rake-off,”’ it is be- 
cause he does not allow his deputies money 
“to go down the line,” as they used to do 
when Mr. Wenneker was collector. 
In those days a saloonkeeper or a mistress 
of a bawdy house did not know when he or 
she was filling the glass that meant prose- 
cution in the United States Court, so they 
all paid their taxes or did business in fear 
and trembling. 
August is the month in which internal 
revenue cases are usually as plentiful as 
blackberries. The fiscal year begins July 
1, and liquor sellers are allowed until July 
31 to pay their Government taxes. The 
division deputies are supposed to gather evi- 
dence promiscuously and at random, so as 
to be able to prosecuté almost any saloon- 
keeper in St. Louis should he fall to pay 
his tax by July 31. 
But this August is not prolific in prose- 
cutions, and there are persons about the 
Federal building who think that the city 
collects more revenue from saloons than 
does Judge Speck, the Government tax gath- 
erer. 
The explanation given is that the division 
deputies have to spend their own money 
to make cases, and while they may relish 
a drink now and then, they do not care to 
“tank up” unless Uncle Sam pays the bill. 
Of course the shutting down of the dis- 
tilleries by the Whisky Trust has made a 
big hole in the receipts of the collector’s 
office, but this does not fully explain the 
falling off in revenues. 
The extent of the shrinkage in receipts is 
about 25 per cent since Judge Speck took 
charge of the office. In 1892 the revenue col- 
lections were $8,970,201.77. In 1895 they were 
$6,705, 575.72. 
The figures for 1896 are not obtainable, 
but it is knhown that they will show an 
even greater reduction.

HORSE AND BUGGY 
ROBBERS CAUGHT. 


CHARLES STAFFORD AND JOHN 
HORRACKS UNDER ARREST.

IDENTIFIED BY LULU BROWN. : 


They Beat and Robbed the Young 
Woman on Franklin Avenue 
in Broad Daylight. 


The police believe they have caught two 
of the three mysterious highwaymen who 
have been driving about town with a horse 
and buggy and snatching purses from 


women. 

Charles Stafford and John Horracks, both 
of them old offenders, were arrested Thurs- 
day night, and they have been identified by 


Miss Lulu Brown of 714 North Eighth street 
as the men who robbed her in broad w 
light on Franklin avenue. 
Miss Brown was walking along Franklin 
avenue at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. A 
buggy, with two men in it, kept apace with 
her in the street, and when she turned 
north on Ninth street,, the buggy turned 
with her. 

She had not walked twenty feet on Ninth 
street when the buggy stopped at the curb 
opposite her and one of the men jumped out, 
About Miss Brown’s neck was a long gold 
chain, the ends of which were brought to- 
gether at her belt by a watch. The man who 
alighted from the buggy made a grab at 
the chain and snapped it. He was caught 
by the plucky young woman and she clung 
to him until the other occupant of the buggy 
leaped out and came to the assistance of 
his companion. : 

One of them struck Miss Brown in the 
face with his fist. The blow was so power- 
ful that she fell backwards onto the side- 
walk. As she was falling she screamed, 
and before her body struck the sidewalk One 
oa e men kicked her, inflicting internal in- 
uries. 

The watch was seized and pocketed by 
the man who first attacked her. 

He made an effort to secure the two 
gold rings which ornamented the fingers of 
her left hand, and she fought him. The 
other man fell upon her, and held her down 
while his companion wrenched from the 
fingers the gold bands. 

They fitted closely, and as he jerked them 
off, the skin came with them, and her 
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fingers bled. She carried no pocketbook, 
and they had secured everything of value 
they could see on her. 

Leaving her prostrate on the sidewal 
they jumped back into the buggy, whip 
the horse, and got away. 

The robbery and assault were committed 
so quickly that the pedestrians on busy 
Franklin avenue had not time to form an 
idea of what was happening. But when 
the men drove off a boy and a man fol- 
lowed them on a run. 

They could not keep up with the buggy, 
and at Sixteenth and Wash streets they 
gave up the chase. Late at night detect- 
ives from headquarters arrested Stafford 
and Horracks. They were taken to the 
home of Miss Brown and she said she was 
quite sure they were the two men. 

Horracks has a penitentiary record. He 
served three years at Chester, Ill, for 
grand larceny. but has no 
since his release, about tw ears ago. 
He has two sons with bad reputations. 
The youngest one, Harry, was confined in 
the St. Louis Jail last summer on a charge 
of larceny, but escaped in September by 
crawling through a coal hole on the side- 
walk. e was subsequently arrested and 
is now serving three years at the Boon- 
ville Reformatory. 


William Gaffney, alias Harry Thorne, was 
arrestea Friday, and positively identified as 
another horse and buggy robber. Gaffney 
has a record that is bad enough to convict 
him of anything. 

Mrs. William Hoppaugh, living at 720 
North Vandeventer avenue, called at Chief 
Desmond's office Friday morning, and when 
she was brought into the room where Gaff- 
ney and his brother, Frank, were being 
guarded by detectives, she immediately 
picked out William as the man who leaped 
from the buggy Wednesday afternoon and 
snatched her purse as she was entering her 
home.

Stone called it together in special session 
to enact a good election law and to pass 
a Fellow-servant bill, making the ralil- 
roads liable for damages to employes in- 

jured in doing their duty through neglect 

on the part of other employes. 

It had been evident during the regular 
Session that the railroad lobby was in 
control and would permit no legislation 
for the relief of railroad employes. The 
people looked to the extra session to 
remedy this. They were disappointed. 
The railroad lobby again rounded up its 
“cattle,” and after a session of four 
Weeks, at a cost of over $56,000, the extra 
Session adjourned without passing the 
legislation demanded by the people. 

The Post-Dispatch then warned those 
who had defeated the Fellow-servant bil] 
that “the fight is not over,” and that it 
would point them out to the people when 
they again sought office. This promise 
it kept, when it published their names on 
July 30 last. 

Ex-Speaker Russell, who comes virtu- 
ously forward now, expecting that the 
people have forgotten al] this, was one 
of the Lobby leaders in defeating Fellow- 
fervant legislation. It is true that, after 
delaying four weeks, “Waiting on the 
Senate,” he with other Members of the 
House who had continuously obstructed 
the passage of a Fellow-servant bill 
voted at the last moment, after the Sen- 
ate had passed the Peers sham Fellow- 
Servant bill, for a Fellow-servant pil] 
which he knew could not become law, 
because, acting in behalf of the Lobby, 
Senate and House adjourned that very 
Gay, after a disgraceful scene jn the 
stern in which members, at the Lobby’s 


cetation, talked against time in order 
© prevent a vote being taken. 

Ex-Speaker Russell, after voting for 
the Fellow-servant bill, immediately aft- 
erwards voted for an adjournment the 
same day, knowing well that by so voting 
the Fellow-servant bill would be impos- 
sible of enactment. 

And on this shameful record, Mr. Russell 
demands that the Post-Dispatch retract 
its statement that he was one of those 
who “regularly voted with the Lobby 
against a Fellow-servant bill at the ses- 
sions of 1895." The Post-Dispatch de- 
clines to retract.

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat of 
Thursday made the statement, editori- 
ally, that Wm.

Gold—How It Promotes Na- 
tional Prosperity. 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 20, 1896. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I recently made a month’s trip to Mexico 
as Commissioner for Missouri to the Mexi- 
can International Exposition, to be held 
in 1898, and made some study of the silver 
question from the point of view of the 
exchanges, and of the operation of the 
silver standard in Mexico, and its effects 
upon the condition and pr erity of that 


ountry. I have much matter which proves 
the fallacies of those “calamity howlers

to the United States in the, readoption of 
the double standard ofbimetallism, bt + 
this country could tain aga — 
world.

Mexico is constantly held up b e gold 
monometallists as a frightful lesson 
of the “disastrous effects of t coinage 
of silver, and we are threatened with the 

rediction that the United States will be 
eomemna to the same “barbarous and miser- 
able state’ (as Adam Smith described Mezxi- 
co a century ago), by the reopening of her 
mints to free silver coinage. To say nothing 
of the want of patriotic spirit which leads 
the gold partisans to make such a com- 
parison, they are blind to a thousand other 
considerations which show the fallacies of 
their arguments, and their ignorance of 
their subject matter, the silver standard 
in Mexico. 

Gold standard advocates who hold up 
Mexico as a scarecrow to Americans, strain 
a point greatly in making a comparison. 
It is ridiculous to compare the United 
States, with 75,000,000 of the most enlight- 
ened and progressive people on earth, and 
a material development which is the won- 
der of the world, with Mexico, doing won- 
ders, it is true, under the administration 
of Gen. Diaz, but yet just out of the era 
of revolutions and anarchy, with only 13,- 
000,000 inhabitants, of whom some 10,000,000 
are primitive Indians and peons, ignorant 
and untutored in civilization, with their 
productive and consumptive abilities of 
the crudest and with all the industries of 
the remarkable country in their infancy. 
But it may be safely said that to the sil- 
ver standard is directly due the present 
accelerated development of the industries 
of Mexico, as I will briefly point out in @ 
moment. 

We constantly hear that a Mexican dol- 
lar, though it contains more silver than 
an American silver dollar, is worth only 
50-odd cents in American money. True, by 
the American gold standard. When I went 
across the Mexican border I received $1.87 
in Mexican silver or currency for each 
dollar of the United States which I had, 
and returning I got but 52 cents United 
States money for each Mexican 
dollar I had left. The trans- 
action of exchange was no 
or less than the purchase and sale of the 
Silver bullion“In the Mexican dollars at 
ite market, price in gold. It argues noth- 
ing except the unprecedented and disas- 
trous depreciation of silver and all that is 
bought with it as measured by the gold 
Standard, or, what is the same thing, in- 
versely stated, the unprecedented and dis- 
astrous appreciation of gold, compared 
with silver and all commodities. The ex- 
change is 87 per cent; that marks the ex- 
treme of the fall of silver, or, if you 
please, the rise of gold, due to the change 
Oey eeandards and the demonetization of 

But silver fs not depreciated in Mexico. It 
is only when bought in gold at 87 per cent 
premium that it feels the effect of the for- 
eign gold standard of price. The Mexican 
dollar is worth 100 cents in Mexico. Its 
purchasing power, compared with all com- 
modities, is par. There is no such thing in 
Mexico as a silver price and a gold price, as 
two different measures of value. To Say 
that a Mexican dollar was worth half a doi- 
lar in Mexico would be a piece of idiocy 
which deserves to be protected by letters 
patent or a trade mark. This is the kind of 
stuff all this talk of 50-cent dollars is made 
of. Demonetize gold, and the bullion in a 
gold dollar will be worth about 680 cents, 
Compares with its present mintage or metal 
value. 

The fall of silver has had several marked 
effects, some of which have been severe up- 
on Mexico. As its entire national debt is 
held in London, the interest and ultimately 
the principal are payable in gold, and for 
every dollar of this outgo in gold, Mexico 
has to pay $1.87 of her national money to 
secure the gold dollar. This is nearly doub- 
ling her national debt; and the same is true 
of every dollar of imports and other exter- 
nal charge, whether in Europe or the Unit- 
ed States. And as compared with silver 
and commodities, the same is true of Amer- 
ican public and private debts, thanks to the 
enhancement of the gold monometallic 


“% standard. 


I have said that the development of 
Mexican industry is directly due to her 
silver standard and the high gold ex- 
change. Thisistrue. The high exchange 
of 87 per cent, or whatever it may chance 
to be, is a burden upon import trade. All 
foreign imports having to be paid in gold 
adds the rate of exchange to the invoice 
price. And there has been a notable de- 
velopment in domestic trade, thanks to the 
steady and stealthy rise of the gold mono- 
metallic standard. This is not cited to the 
credit of gold monometallism, but is stated 
as one true phase of the effects of the 
gold standard on Mexico. 

In the United States a return to silver 
coinage would have a like effect, in tha 
event that the price of silver under free 
coinage should not, as we claim it certainly 
will, rise to par. Should gold be at any 
premium over silver, the per cent premium 
would equal a tariff duty of same rate; 
and the good effects, so far as stimulating 
production is concerned, would be distribut- 
ed over all productions instead of to the 
favored classes of a McKinley high tariff 
measure. 

But silver will go to par, 16 to 1, by the 
action of the United States alone; if not 
thus, then by the enforced co-operation of 
England and Europe. For I state with as- 
surance, that the independent free coinage 
of silver by the United States will force our 
European competitors to the same action. 
For this: those countries, especially En- 
gland, control the trade of the rest of the 
world. With Mexico and all Latin America, 
China, Japan and India, with their teeming 
millions, all silver standard countries, 
Europe does enormous business, and sells 
them millions into the balance of trade. 
Every dollar of this trade balance to Europe 
has to be paid in gold, at the present ex- 
change, $1.87 to $1, and the profit to 
these countries is incredible, and the loss 
to the buyers correspondingly great and) 
oppressive. So soon as the

metallic standard, and proclaims to the rest 
of the world that we will take your silver 
dollars in purchase of our products at par,

CANADA’S PARLIAMENT. 


Lord Aberdeen, on Its Opening, Deliv- 
ers a Speech From the Throne. 


‘OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 21—The formal 
opening of the Eighth Parliament of Can- 
ada tok place last ewening, when Lord 


Aberdeen, Governor-General, delivered the 
following speech from the throne: 
“‘“Honoreble Gentlemen:of the Senate and 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 

“The necessity of making provisions for 
the public service has compelled me te 
summon you together at this somewhat 
inconvenient season. It is impossible to 
lay before you at this session the public ac- 
counts for the last year, or indeed any of 
the reports usually submitted to Parlia- 
ment. Under these circumstanc and in 
view of the fact that you will be required 
to reassemble early in the ensuing year, 
it does not appear expedient to invite your 
attention te any measure beyond the pas- 
sage of the supplies. 

‘The operation of the tariff will be made 
the subject of careful inquiry during the 
recess with the view to the prone of 
such a measure as may, without doing in- 
justice to any interest, materially lighten 
the burden of the people. 

‘Immediate steps will be taken to effect a 
settlement of the Manitoba school question, 
and have very confidence that 
Parliament next assembles this important 
controvery will have been adjusted sat- 
isfactorily. The estimates for the cur- 
rent year will be laid before you forthwith. 
I hope that when you have given the neces- 
sary attention to the consideration of the 
year’s supplies I may be able to relieve you 
from the duty of further attendance at this 
session of Parliament.”’ 

On request of Sir Charles Tupper, act- 
ing leader of the’ opposition, the debate 
on the address in reply to the Governor's 
speech was postponed until. Monday. Af- 
ter transacting merely routine business, 
both houses adjourned. 


KRUEGER’S DENIAL.

PRETORIA, Aug. 21.—President Krueger,

COTTON IN CHINA. 


A Business That Threatens to Rival 
That in America. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 21.—The 
prospectus of a new industry at Shanghai 
is made the subject of a report to the State 
Department by Consul-General Jernigan 
| at that place. It Is called the Shanghai Oil 

Mill Co., which proposes to manufacture 

oil from cotton seed. It is, the Consul- 
| General says, the logical result of the cot- 
ton mills at Shanghai and consequent stim- 
ulus given to the cultivation of cotton in 
China. 

Since 1890 there have been forty-five new 
cotton panusecturing ele Sow tn suc. 
ed in Shanghai, an ese a suc- 
cessful o erat ons. The belief of those 
starting the proposed new industry is that 
oil can be extracted at a saving of 15 per 
cent: over the native system. In this con- 
nection Mr. Jernigan gee an illustration 
of the fact that in China the subject of 
labor saving has received practical atten- 
tion, and this proves, he says, that the 
conservative opposition to improvement is 
not so army rounded and can be over- 
come by well directed efforts. 

As the area suitable for the cultivation 
of cotton in China is almost as limitless 
as the supply of labor, 
very cheap, there can , Mr. 
says, no doubt that China will soon be one 
of the great cotton producing countries in 
the world, and this product will command 
consideration in all calculations 
with reference to the cotton market. There 
is need in Shanghai, the report concludes, 
of a more distinctive American business. 
There is too much commercial mixing and 
partnership with other nationalities and, 
as those generally predominate, American 
identity is too often lost.

OBSTACLES TO IMPROVEMENT. 


‘A Review of Deplorable Physical Con- 
ditions in the Residence Sec- 
tion of St. Louis. 


In 1876 the City of St. Louis celebrated the 
centennial by adding to its corporate body 
an immense stretch of territory, which up 
to that time had been a portion of the 
county and entirely separate from the city. 
Up to that time the western city limits 
were marked by a line running parallel to 
Grand avenue and about 300 yards west of 
it. The new territory had an area of al- 
most three times as many square miles as 
did the original plat of the city. 

Forest Park, for example, contains over 
1.300 acres, but it takes up only a compara- 
tively small portion of the new territory. 

The greater part of this big tract of land 
has been laid out in streets. That is, they 
are marked upon the map, and in most in- 
etances the city has acquired title to the 
strips of land which are designated as 
etreets. 

Most of these so-called streets were dedi- 
cated to the city by the owners of property 
on which they abut, though a few of them 
were duly condemned and paid for in the 
customary manner. 

Most of these streets are still unpaved and 
bear all of the characteristics of country 
roads. 

Lights have been hung over them and 
gewer and water pipes laid under most of 
them, but the surface has been left in the 
natural and original state, just as it was 
when the wild Indian went madly careen- 
ing over it after a herd of buffalo. 

As soon as the new limits were made 

ple begah to look to the new territory for 
ieken which would be more commodious 
and less expensive than in the heart of 
the city. Street railroads were built out into 
the district, and it began to grow at a mar- 
velous rate. It is still growing, as far as 
building and other improvements are con- 
cerned, but the streets remain just as they 
were, mere dirt roads, impassable in win- 
ter and rainy weather, because of the mud, 
end almost unbearable in summer, because 
of the dust. 

Going east or west there are but two or 
three main. arteries of travel, and going 
north or south there are but two or three, 
and the course of these is known only to the 
experienced. 

Should, by any chance, a person unac- 
quainted with the strange geography of the 
western part of the city, attempt to drive 
from one part of it to another, he would be 
hopelessly lost, and find himself going from 
bad to worse and airt road to dirt road, un- 
til he stopped in despair and waited for the 
very occasional ng ge or a friendly 
teamster to pilot him out of the maze of 
mud thoroughfares. 

The Street Department has two_ large 
maps on which are marked from time to 
time the added improved streets of the city— 
granite in brown, telford in green, etc. West 
of Grand avenue, on this map, can be seen 
six or eight lines of color lying within the 
district bounded by the railroad ards on 
the south and Easton avenue on the north. 
Here and there, over the great waste of pa- 
per, are little short lines covering a block or 
two showing that macadam has been —_ 
or that some real estate company has pay ec 
its own street instead of waiting for the city

ait is a fact which every one almost knows 
that last winter the residents along Sarah 
street, the main artery north and south, 
west of Vandeventer avenue, had either 
to get about in boats or sneak out along the 
high places in the alleys. Teams of all 
kinds stood in the street for hours trying to 
pull out loads which finally had to be 
abandoned. Sarah stree looked like a frag- 
ment from Venice done in mud and clay 
tones. West of Sarah street is a wilderness 
of mud unrelieved by any paving. 

The system or practice of paying for 
street paving in St. Louis is based upon the 
provisions of the City Charter adopted at 
the time the limits were extended. There 
is little latitude allowed in the matter, and 
the restrictive charter provisions have been 
so bound up in red tape that none but those 
grown familiar by long association with it 
can figure on the course of a street pave- 
ment with any degree of surety. 

The money for the work can be secured 
from three sources: First, a special tax 
against the property; second, by voluntary 
contribution of the property holders, and 
lastly by appropriation from the city, The 
last 1s never done for’ the whole work, but 
is often used as a means of supplement- 
ing the special tax fund. 

The main resource for street improve- 
ment, as it is called, is from special tax 
on abutting property. The city is sup- 
posed to pa for grading the street in ad- 
vance of the paving and for laying the 
cross walks at the intersections, 

When tne long-suffering residents of any 
one district have waded through the mud 
long enough to render them thoroughly 

ubmissive and resigned, the work of get- 

g@ a street paved is commenced. 

A petition is drawn up on a regular form 
provided by the Street Department. The 
petition is usually signed by a majority of 
the property owners on the street to be 

aved, It designates the street and the 

ind of paving wanted, and each signer 
ives his name and the number of front 
eet he owns. 

If these signers are real good and don’t 
make too much fuss their petition is re- 
ferred by the Board of Public Improvements 
to the Street Commissioner, who puts it on 
the list at the tail end, unless it is very ur- 
gent. There it is allowed to stand and wait 
an indefinite length of time, until the cages 
ahead have been disposed of. When it is 
finally reached surveys are made, maps 
drawn and a whole lot of figures got to- 
gether. The kind of paving to be used is 
considered, then the cost per front foot is 
estimated and the assessed valuation of the 
property per front foot Is obtained from the 
Assessor. This valuation is divided by four 
<o find out what 2% P= Gent of it is. If this 
25 per cent is more than the cost of the pav- 
ing the Commissioner recommends that it 
be done. If the 25 per cent is less than the 
cost of the street the excess is figured and 
the petition returned to the board wihout 
recommendation for further action. 

A day for hearing is set, generally, about 
14 days ahead. The property owners come in 
to protest or urge the improvement. If 

e % per cent is greater than the cost of 

he street, and a majority of owners want 
it, an ordinance is drawn by the board and 
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sent to the Municipal Assembly, where it 
takes its chances. 

If the 2% per cent is less than the cost 
of the street the property owners are told 
that if they make up the excess among 
themselves and put it in the city treasury 
within 6 days the ordinance will be recom- 
mended to the Assembly. 

Sometimes, but very rarely, the city pays 
the excess out of the general] revenue. The 
ordinance having. been sent to the Assem- 
bly, the board is relieved of all care con- 
cerning it until it is passed and left to ma- 
ture for ten days, the passage and maturing 
taking anywhere from four weeks to six 
months. The Board af Public Improve- 
ments then takes it up again and advertises 
for bids. These in due time are opened 
and if low enough awarded to the lowest 
bidder. After this the street is built. 


Out of the thousands of petitions filed for 
streets. west of Grand avenue only a small 

ercenfage go the whole course and result 
n streets. A thousand and one dangers 
assail them on every side, so that their 
course is more perilous than that of a but- 
terfiy from its chrysalis to its full-fledged 
state. 

As an example can be taken Page avenue, 
from Vandeventer west. Time and time 
again have the property owners rallied and 
got together to get the street improved. 
Along each side of it are rows and rows of 
high class residences, some of which cost 
thousands of dollars. The street is un- 
usually wide, being called a boulevard sim- 
ply because it is wide. Telford has been 
suggested, then asphalitum, and finally vit- 
rified brick. 

When the Stone law was passed it looked 
as if Page avenue would be paved, but the 
Stone law was killed by the Supreme Court 
and again the whole scheme fell through. 
Page avenue is mud to-day, as it has been 
since the beginning of time. . 

The Stone law nearly succeeded in im- 
proving a large number of streets in the 
section west of Grand avenue. The main 
feature of the law was that it made it pos- 
sible to assess the abutting property up to 
iss full value for street improvements in- 
stead of only up to 25 per cent. 

It was never intended to effect a confisca- 
tion of the property, but it made it possible 
to put in an improvement if the cost came 
to 5) per cent or 35 per cent of the assessor’s 
valuation. Majority protests would have 
been as effective a bar to the work as they 
are to-day, but much work could have been 
done which is now impossible. 

As a matter of fact there was millions 
of dollars’ worth of work all planned and 
mapped out to be done under the Stone 
law which had to be dropped and aban- 
doned when the Supreme Court declared 
the measure unconstitutional. 

The Stone law's abrogation put out of 
the question all improvements where the 
frontage assessment is low and the streets 
wide. 

Another barrier is found to exist in a 
clausé in the Charter, which has caused the 
lawyers and the engineers many hours of 
worry and trouble. Street assessments can.- 
not be levied except upon property imme- 
diately abutting upon the street to be paved, 

West of Grand avenue, all or nearly all 
lots face north or south, having their fronts 
on streets running east and west. The 
blocks are generally 300 feet qn a side, with 
an alley running east and west through the 
middle. 

Taking the east and west stmpet, it is oft- 
en possible to improve it by assessment 
against the property, because the assessed 
value for taxation, divided by the front 
feet, will not give a high enough rate. 

Take for example the block bounded on 
the north by North Market street and on 
the east by Taylor avenue. The lots afl 
front on North Market street and have a 
front of twenty-five feet each. They are 
worth say $25 a foot, which would allow on 
the 25 per cent basis $6.25 for paving the 
street, which might or might not be enough, 
according to the kind of paving used: so it 
might be within the range of possibility to 
pave North Market street at that point. 

Not so, however, with Taylor avenue, be- 
cause only four lots could be assessed for 
the cost. These lots have a side frontage, 
it might be called, of 150 feet each on Taylor 
avenue in that block, at $25 a front foot; for 
25 feet the lots are worth $750 each, one- 
fourth of this would give $181 to be divided 
along 150 feet, so that it would only be pos- 
sible to get $1.20 for street work per foot on 
the side. 

It is this side of the lot assessment that 
has blockaded more north and south im- 


provements than any other one thing. In- 


nearly every case four lots are called upon 
to bear the burden of taxation for the 
north and south streets, and they are not 
equal to the task, and especially are they 
failing if they have already been taxed for 
the street on the front. 

To print a list of the streets west of 
Grand avenue which are still in a natural 
State would be merely to print a street 
directory of that part of the city, with the 
exception of a few streets like Lindell ave- 
nue, West Pine, Laclede avenue, Westmin- 
ster place, Washington and Delmar boule- 
vards and Morgan street. 

It can be said, however, that north of 
Easton avenue and south of the railroad 
there is not one continuous improved 
Street west of Grand avenue. Here and 
there are fragments of street which begin 
and end in mud, and are of no practical 
use. Of the streets running north and 
south there are none. Work is now pro- 
gressing on Vandeventer avenue and Sarah 
street, but only for a short distance, the 
work on neither of them extending north 
of Easton avenue or south of the railroad 
tracks. 

That the cost of street improvement is 
fully repaid by the enhancement in value 
of the property has been clearly and re- 
peatedly demonstrated by the real estate 
companies, who take acre tracts of land 
and lay them out in lots and blocks, put in 
water, gas and sewers and pay for all the 
pavements, sidewalks, crosswalks and grad- 
ing, besides planting trees and sodding, 
and then selling’ the lots at a figure which 
returns them a good fat profit on the in- 
This is a fact which cannot be 
and in every case property which 
has been practically valueless has been 
made into a safe and strong investment, 
mainly by the building of streets. 

St. Louis has 849.08 miles of streets within 
its limits. Of these 376 miles are paved. 
Most of these paved streets lie east of 
Grand avenue. The other 473 miles of dirt 
roads go up hill and down dale west of 
Grand, preventing wagons from passing, 
holding down real estate values, st'cking fire 
engines in the mud when they try to go to 
fires and pushing the insurance rates up 
in proportion, and almost driving to dis- 
traction the letter carriers and delivery 
men who have to go over them every day.

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AN APPEAL 10 
THE MOTHERS 
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CRYSTALLIZING SENTIMENT OF 
NEW W. C. T. U. MOVEMENT. 


SALE OF LIQUORS TO MINORS. 


Mrs. Ingalls Says That All the Better 
Elements in the City Will Be 
Banded Together. 


“We shall ask the support of the mothers 
of St. Louis in this crusade.” 

The speaker was Mrs. F. H. Ingalls, and 
the crusade she referred to is the movement 
taken up by the W. C. T. U. to stamp out 
the sale of liquor among the children of 
St. Louis. 

“People may disagree,”’ continued the 
President of the W. C. T. U., “as to the 
wisdom or expediency of the total] abolition 
of the legalized liquor traffic; they may 
be disinclined to indorse all the work of the 


W. C. T. U.; there may be differences ‘of 
opinion as to whether the drinking of wine 
or beer is morally wrong; there are many 
who do not disapprove of the open saloon, 
but all people with good, true hearts, are 
united in the belief that the law against 
selling liquor to minors ought to be rigidly 
enforced. 

“That is a platform broad enough for all 
to stand on, and in its Advocacy the more 
law-abiding saioonkeepers may well join 
hands with the W. Cc. T. U., for no man 
with a throb of humanity in his. bosom will 
deliberately violate so wise and necessary 
@ provision of the law. 

“In order to crystallize public sentiment 
~ this subject, we have called a meeting 
of citizens, without regard to their religious 
belief or temperance views, to unite in 
making a strong protest against this grow- 
ing evil and to devise ways and means to 
protect the children of our city from its 

lighting touch.”’ 

The meeting. will be held Saturday at 4 p. 
m. in room 22, Lindell Hotel, and invitations 
have been sent out to the Catholic Woman's 
Temperance Union, the Civic Federation 
and the Woman’s Humane Society to be 
present and participate in the proceetines. 
The Mayor, the Chief of Police, Excise Com- 
missioner. Bell and Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Johnson have also received spe- 
cial invitations, coupled with requests for 
replies to the following inquiries: 

“1. Do the saloons of this city sell liquor 
to minors? 

“2. If so, what, in your opinion, is the best 
way to prevent this violation of law? 

‘3. Can the women of St. Louis do any- 
thing to stop the evii?’”’ 

Whether these high public functionaries 
will attend the meeting remains to be seen, 
With the exception of Chief Harrigan, they 
have not yet acknowledged the invitation. 
The Chief’s reply is a model of diplomacy. 
Here is a copy: 

“St. Louis, Aug. 19, 1896.—Mrs. F. Hi. In- 
galls, President W. C. T. U., 4119 Westmins- 
ter place, city.—Dear Madame—I am just in 
réceipt of your kind note of yesterday, ask- 
ing me to be present at a public meeting to 
be held at the Lindell Hotel Saturday after- 
noon and to speak on a subject outlined by 
you. I am very sorry to have to inform 
you that it will be utterly impossible for 
me to be present. It is hardly necessary 
for me to say to you, Mrs. Ingalls, that I 
am avery busy map, all my time—especially 
during the day—being taken up in attend- 
ing to the many duties of my office. Again, 
I never was, and never expect to be, a pub- 
lic speaker, and for these reasons I beg to 
decline the courtesy tendered me. Thanking 
you very much, 1 am, yours very respect- 
fully, L. HARRIGAN, 

“‘Chief of Police.” 

‘We are especially anxious,’’ said Mrs. 
Ingalls, ‘“‘to deprecate the idea that this is 
a W. C. T. U. movement. We have simply 
taken the initiative in a matter of vital con- 
cern to the community. We want the good 
people of the city to take hold of this mat- 
ter, without regard to creed, nationality 
or social rank. 

“The outrage that was committed in the 
saloon of this man Smith points out the 
danger that may “follow the continued 
immunity enjoyed by the men who openly 
violate the law against selling liquor to 
minors. We hope to see every church in 
St. Louls represented at Saturday’s meet- 
ing, and it is our sincere and earnest wish 
that every wholesome element in the com- 
munity may have an exponent there. 

“We are particularly anxious to see a 
large turn-out of the mothers of St. Louis. 
They are vitally interested in this question, 
and with their support we cannot fail to 
achieve substantial] results.”’ 

“Has the W. C. T. U. taken any steps yet 
of its own motion in this Smith affair?’’ 

“Only this. A committee, of which Mrs. 
James Davis is Chairman, is making visits 
to the boys and girls who were witnesses to 
the outrage on Lydia Tillwein with a view 
to persuading them to give up the beer 
drinking habit. Beyond that we have done 
nothing, as our union took a vacation from 
Aug. 1 to Sept. 1, and concerted action can- 
not be had until the vacation period is over.” 

“Have you any definite plan of cam- 
paign?”’ 

“None whatever. Our present purpose is 
to rouse public sentiment and to persuade 
the good women of St. Louis to unite in a 
protest. Our hearts bleed at the thought 
of the thousands of children that are going 
wrong through the lax observance of the 
liquor law,and if there’s anything the wom- 
en of St. Louis can do to stop it we want to 
do it. 

“The principal purpose of Saturday’s 
meeting is to find out what we can do: in 
what direction we may be helpful. The rest 
will follow. The good women of St. Louis 
may be relied on to do their part when the 
way is clear before them.” 

The W. C. T. U. ladies have already 
demonsirated what can be accomplished by 
harmonious and concerted action against 
dens of infamy and vice. Four years or so 
ago they led a crusade against dance- 
houses and variety dives and were instru- 
mental in driving a large number of them 
out of business. There can be little doubt 
that even a greater success awaits the pres- 
ent movement, if Saturday’s meeting paves 
the way to united action on the part of the 
better element of the community.
